MEETING OF THE GRAND PARLOR 
OF TIIE X. S. G. W. 


A Pioneer of 1824—A Colonel Who 
Proposes the Captare of Lower 
California—Lucky Indians.

SAN RAFAEL. 
The Grand Parlor ot the N. 8. G. TV. In 
Session. 


S a x R a f a e l , April 15th. — Last night 
the delegates to the Grand Parlor of N. S. 
G. W. began to arrive, and the early trains 
this morning helped to swell the throDg. 
San Rafael presents a gala appearance. The 
Goidon Opera House has been tastefully 
decorated for the occasion with flags, bunt­ 
ing, banners and ferns. The booming of 
anvils on Main street at noon was| the sig­ 
nal for the opening ot the twelfth annual 
session of the Grand Parlor, and promptly 
at that hour Grand President Dorn called 
the delegates to order. After the opening 
services Grand*President Dorn appointed 
a Committee on Credentials. T. C. Hock­ 
ing was elected as Official Reporter. Grand 
Secretary Lunstedt announced that he had 
appointed W. W. Shannon, of California 
Parlor, as Assistant Secretary. 
For Grand President, Frank D. Ryan of 
Sacramento is the only candidate men­ 
tioned. The Grand Vice-President seems 
to be the most coveted place. Robert Fitz­ 
gerald of Oakland. J. Mervyn Donohue of 
Mount Tamalpais Parlor, L. \V. Juilliard, 
County Clerk of Sonoma county, W. H. 
Miller of San Francisco, C. M. Belshaw of 
Antioch, John E. McDougall of San Fran­ 
cisco and Jackson Hatch of Red Bluff be­ 
ing mentioned. 
AFTERNOON PROCEEDINGS. 
To fill the vacancies the following ap­ 
pointments were announced bv the Grand 
President: Grand Treasurer, H. S. Martin- 
Grand Orator. Jackson Hatch: Grandlnside 
? íntT.new Í- 
Lalandy; Grand Trustees— 
\V . H. McLaughlin, C. E. Prook and I. C 
Flin. Committee on Finance, C. Henerin- 
on Petitions, F. R. Wehe; on State of 
the Order, A. Ruof; on Legislation, F. L 
Coombs, E. M. Grunsky. F. A. Doan and 
F. M. Angellotti; on Ritual, John A. Funs- 
ston; on Printing and Supplies, Charles L. 
Tilden; on Laws and Supervision E E 
Katz; on Districting the State for Grand 
Trustee, J. Mewvn Donahue. 
The report and recommendations of the 
Committee on Credentials were adopted. 
On motion all printed reports were re­ 
ferred to the Committee on the State of the 
Order. 
The General Winn Monument Commit­ 
tee submitted a supplemental report, show­ 
ing that $245 90 were expended by Sacra­ 
mento and Sunset Parlors in defraying the 
expenses of the ceremonies attending the 
unveiling of the monument. The com­ 
mittee having no funds with which to re­ 
imburse the Parlors named, it was recom­ 
mended that the Grand Parlor reimburse 
them, the outlay having been made at the 
request ot the Monument Committee. 
The supplemental report was accepted, 
and the recommendation adopted. 
THE OLDEST NATIVE SON. 
^ The following telegram was read by the 
Secretary and received with prolonged ap­ 
plause :

M. .1. Dorn, G. P., A’. S. G. W.: I wish vou all 
u successful and joyful gathering. Sickness 
prevents me from shaking hands with you, but 
I am with you in spirit, and proud to be the old­ 
est member of the Native Sons of California, 
which promises to be the most prosperous and 
brightest star oí the Union, under your control. 
Gen. M. G. Vallejo. 
An appropriate answer was ordered trans­ 
mitted to the loyal old General. 
Reports were received from the Commit­ 
tee on Sutter’s Fort and Finance and 
Transportation, and adopted. 


CHICO w a n t s t h e n e x t g r a n d p a r l o r . 
J. S. Sproul, of Chico, introduced the fol­ 
lowing : 
Resolved, That the next Grand Parlor be held 
at Chico. 
Mr. Sproul made an excellent speech in 
support of his resolution, but the matter 
was laid over until Tuesday at 2 p. m . 
C. E. Snook introduced a resolution to 
grant Alpine Parlor of Alameda a charter. 
Referred to the committee to be appointed 
by the Grand President. 
A number of proposed amendments to 
the Constitution of subordinate Parlors 
were read and submitted to the Committee 
on Laws and Supervisions. 


A HISTORICAL COMMITTEE. 
A resolution looking to the authorizing 
of the appointment of a committee of five, 
to be known as the Literary Committee, 
was referred to the Committee on Legisla­ 
tion.This proposed committee is to be ap­ 
pointed! by the Grand President, and the 
committee is to collect valuable informa­ 
tion relative to the early days of California 
and to the pioneers. 
Majority and minority reports were re­ 
ceived from the Committee on Ritual. The 
majority report recommended the Pardee 
ritual and the minority that submitted by 
Homer C. Katz. 
On motion the exemplification of the 
working of both rituals, and others that 
may be proposed, was made a special order 
tor this evening. Several resolutions were 
introduced and referred to the committees. 
Adjourned to this evening at 7 o’clock. 


COLONEL MULKEY. 
His Proposition to Steal Lower California 
Front Mexico. 
Los A n g e l e s , April 15th.—The alleged 
filibustering scheme to capture Lower Cal­ 
ifornia has been traced to Colonel J. K. 
Mulkey, who came here ten vears ago as a 
correspondent of the Louis'ville Courier- 
Journal.' To a reporter, who pretended to 
want to join the enterprise, he made the 
followiug statement : 
“Well, now,” said the reporter, “what 
have you done in the way of naval arrange­ 
ments?” 
"Very little.” 
“Have you any colleagues among the 
naval men ?” 
“Yes,” replied the Colonel confidentially, 
“Captain Mullan of the United States 
steamer Nipsic.” 
“Have you any assistance in Washing­ 
ton ?” 
“We can eet all the aid there when we 
want it. There are men high in authority 
in the movement, and some of them are 
very near the Administration.” 
“How about Jones?” 
“Well, Senator Jones is on our list.” 
“ Now as to the question of money?” 
"W e have sufficient funds for the pres­ 
ent. W hen certain arrangements are made 
we will have all the money we desire.” 
“ How soon will operations commence? ” 
“ I am going to San Diego on Monday. 
From there I go to the Real Del Castillo in 
Lower California, where I will establish 
our headquarters, and I am going well 
heeled,” he continued, and going into the 
back part of the roeni brought forth a large 
envelope bearing the City of Mexico post­ 
mark. He opened the envelope and 
brought forth two letters of introduction, 
one to General Torres, Governor of Lower 
California, and the other to a prominent 
Mexican official at Lapaz. 
The letter to General Torres was signed 
by Romero, the Mexican Secretary of the 
Interior. It ordered that a force of armed 
men be given to Colonel Mulkey, as a mili­ 
tary escort, if he so desired. 
“Will not business complications result 
from this scheme?” 
"None. Our scheme is merely a busi­ 
ness proposition. We will locate settlers 
in Lower California and in six months they 
will be bona fide residents. We expect to 
have a force of two thousand men on the 
ground, and a goodly portion of them are 
there already. We have worked for years 
on this scheme. No international compli­ 
cations can result. We will not be fihbus- 
tering, but merely colonists, settiDg up 
our own form of republican Government.” 
“When and where can I join you?” 
“ I’ll tell you. Go with me to San Diego 
on Monday, and when I return from there 
I can give you the inside secrets, and have 
you 9worn in as a member of the organiza­ 
tion. I have told you more than I ought 
to. When you have taken the oath of al­ 
legiance I can tell yon many things that 
will open your eyes. I’ll tell von what, if 
you join us you’ll never regret it. Those 
who are on tne inside will Be made min­ 


iature princes, both in power and wealth.” 
"How about the International Com­ 
pany?” 
“ These people cut no figure. They have 
no rights down there, and we will simply 
shut them out and stop their work just 
where they are.” 
To-day Colonel Mulkey denies the story, 
but there are half a dozen Grand Army 
men who have been made direct proposi­ 
tions to join in such a scheme, and offered 
good pay. The affair is developing new 
ieatures, and will possibly assume a serious 
phase very soon. 


A COAST SHAKE CP. 
An Earthquake Felt Along the Coast 
From Merced to Los Gatos. 
Santa Cruz, April 15th.—At 7:30 o’clock 
last night an earthquake was felt here. 
The vibrations were írom north to south 
and lasted two seconds. 
Centerville, April 15th.—A slight earth­ 
quake occurred here at 7:34 o’clock last 
night. The vibrations were from the north­ 
east to the southwest. 
Los Gatos, April 15th.—Two slight but 
distinct earthquakes weie felt at about 7:15 
o i lock last evening. The vibrations were 
from south to north. 
Gilroy, April I5th.—There was a re­ 
markably sharp but short earthquake here 
at 7:25 o’clock last night, making lamps, 
crockery, etc., rattle severely. 
M erced, April 15th.—A heavy double­ 
shock earthquake was experienced here at 
7:33 last night. The oscellation was north­ 
west to southeast and about two seconds in 
duration. 
FINE WELL OF WATER. 
Supposed Anti-Hydraulic Spies are Driven 
Oat of Sierra City. 
M a r y s v il l e, April 15th.—Information 
reached the Anti-Debris Association to-day 
that two men were driven from Sierra City 
about tea days ago by the hydraulic miners 
and their friends, on suspicion that the 
visitors were agents of the Association, or 
were Deputy United States Marshals en­ 
gaged in collecting information. The Asso­ 
ciation has no official knowledge of the 
matter, and has had no agents in Sierra 
county of late. 
A ten-inch bored well in the Colmena 
orange orchard six miles south of this city 
on the line of the California and Oregon 
Railroad, has tapped a copious vein of 
water at the depth of 85 feet. The water 
rises within ten feet of the surface. It is 
thought that one good pump will raise 
enough water from this well for the irriga­ 
tion of the entire orchard of one hundred 
acres. More wells will be sunk to insure a 
sufficient supply. 
A PIONEER OF 1824. 
An Octogenarian Who W ants to Support 
Himself. 
Portland, April 14th.—Captain Maintop, 
a Kanaka, about 80 years of age, was 
brought to the Portland Hospital yesterday 
from the mines on Snake river, the miners 
there having subscribed to provide a home 
for him during his tew remaining davs. 
The old man first visited California in 1824 
on a whaler, and since 1S32 has been a res­ 
ident of that State and Idaho. 
Maintop was running a schooner on the 
Sacramento for Sutter when gold was dis­ 
covered in California, and still has the blue 
vest with naval buttons worn at that time. 
He has a number of recommendations 
from pastors of churches at Marysville and 
Yreka in 1S52 to 1855. He was married by 
the first Justice of Sacramento April 21, 
1849. He has been blind for twelve years 
from the effects of the reflection of the sun 
on quicksilvered plates, and his old wife 
supported him by watching a mining 
ditch. His wife died a week ago and the 
miners sent the old man here to end his 
days. He is fearful of being a burden on 
any one and wislxes to be allowed to chop 
wood and split kindlings. 
CROOKED BOOKS.

W. S. Varnum of this county is in a whole 
lot of trouble. The Board of Supervisors 
has ordered an investigation of his office 
and put two experts on hi9 books. One of 
his bondsmen withdrew, but he filed a new 
bond of $50,000 in a few hours. There is 
an apparent shortage in the books, some 
reports placing it as high as $5,000 and 
some more. The Tax Collector admits that 
the accounts may be a little mixed, but 
claims that when they are experted they 
will be found correct, or nearly so. He 
tersely expresses the situation' in a few 
words by saying : “ I am here, the books 
are here and my bondsmen are here, so the 
county cannot lose anything if the books 
are not right, and I want the investigation 
made.” 
A SAD DEATH. 
Another Fool Who Did Not Know It 
W as Loaded. 
Tucson. April 15th.—Yesterday evening 
Ceasario Chaon. a young Mexican 25 years 
of age, was returning from a shooting- 
match with a Winchester rifle. He stopped 
at the house of a friend' where there were 
several young ladies. He was carelessly 
handling the gun and was asked to remove 
all cartrigdes, which he though he had 
done, when a young woman, Mariana 
Perrillo, playfully said if there was no 
danger he could shoot at her. Chaon took 
deliberate aim and pulled the trigger when 
an explosion took place and the girl fell 
from her chair dead, shot through the 
heart. 
Chaon had an examination before a Cor­ 
oner’s jury this morning and was dis­ 
charged, the jury deciding that the shoot­ 
ing was accidental. 
THE TRAIN ROBBERS. 
One of Them Jum ps Through a Car 
W indow and Escapes. 
A lbuquerque (N. M.), April 15th—Three 
of the Canyon Diablo train robbers passed 
through Albuquerque to-day, en route to 
Holbrook, Arizona, in charge of Sheriff 
Buck O’Neill and E. A. St. Clair. Last 
night, near Ranton, N. M., J. J. Smith, one 
ot the gang, made his escape through a 
window while the officers were napping. 
Deputies Holton and Black started in pur­ 
suit. As the prisoner is shackled, they 
will probably overtake him. The three 
men looked disheartened, and stoically sat 
for the curious crowd to gaze upon them. 
They seem to have made up their minds 
that if not rescued they will be judiciously 
hanged. 
ARIZONA. 
Lucky Redskins—A Decision of the Su­ 
prem e Court Saves Their Necks. 
T ucson, April 15th.—The United States 
Supreme Court to-day decided that the Dis­ 
trict Court of Arizona, sitting as a United 
States Court, has no jurisdiction in Indian 
cases. 
United States District Attorney 
Rouse raised the question before Judge 
Barnes, who decided that the Court had 
jurisdiction, and Gonshaver, Captain Jack 
and several more Indians were convicted 
and transported to the Springfield, Ohio, 
prison, and are now confined there. The 
case was carried to the Supreme Court, and 
argued March 16th. 
Attorney-General 
Miller ordered the Indians released and 
brought back from their places of confine­ 
ment. 
Indian Feretnino, who killed miner 
Ford near Quijota, and was convicted and 
sentenced to be banged on Friday next, 
comes under this decision. 
It is thought that the decision will work 
a great hardship in several counties in Ari­ 
zona, in prosecuting these cases, arising 
from Apache depredations. 
Gonshayer, 
was convicted of killing Diehl, nearly 
two years ago, off the reservation, and Cap­ 
tain Jack, for the killing of an Indian on 
the reservation. 
A Narrow Escape. 
Tucson, April 15th.—Engineer Harper 
had a narrow escape from death last night 
on his engine. No. 117. When near Gila Bend 
the pin broke, allowing the right-hand 
connecting rod to drop down on the other 
end to the hind driving-wheel which was 
revolving with great rapidity, tearing the 
«ib completely off the engine, and slightly 
injuring the engineer and fireman. 
OUB BISTER REPUBLIC. 
President Dias Tells Congress That the 
Country Is Boom ing. 
City of Mexico, April 15th.—President 
Diaz in his message to Congress says: 
’’ The mining industry continues in full de­ 
velopment, and the good effects of the law 


in regard to the concession of mining zones 
is visible in the number of contracts made 
in accordance with its prescriptions. Their 
number is 155. of which nine have been de­ 
clared forfeited. The contracts now in 
force promise an investment in mining en­ 
terprises of more than £40.COO,OCO. 
“ The cultivation of the vine and the 
breeding of the silk worm continue to 
occupy the attention of our industrial class. 
Day by day we note the progress of these 
two industries, which are destined at no 
distant date to exercise a remarkable in­ 
fluence on the productive power of Mexico. 
The executive is giving all the aid in its 
power to this movement." 


Catalina Island. 
Los A ngeles. April 15th.—Colonel Smith 
and a party ot English capitalists Saturday 
visited Catalina Island and made a thor­ 
ough inspection of the property and mines. 
This evening to a Chronicle reporter Colonel 
Smith, who is the head of the company, 
said: "W e have about decided to pur­ 
chase the island. The price I cannot tell 
yet, but it is not far from $30*1,000. We ex­ 
pect to improve the island as a resort and 
to develop the silver mines. The ore is 
low grade, but we can ship it to England as 
ballast very cheaply, and it can be reduced 
at Swansea so as to pay. We shall develop 
the other resources ot the island to the full­ 
est extent.” 
Oft’ to the Mountains. 
San B ernardino. April loth.—Governor 
Waterman arrived in San Bernardino from 
San Diego on Thuriday, the 11th. He is 
on his way to his mountain home for rest 
and recuperation. 
The mountain residence of the Governor 
is situated in the foothills of the San Ber­ 
nardino Range, about ten miles from San 
Bernardino, in a northeasterly direction, 
and at an elevation that gives one an un­ 
obstructed view of the whole valley. The 
retreat is a veritable sanitary resort, with 
the regulation hot springs, mineral water, 
pure air and salubrious climate.

THE PRESIDENT TAKES A RIDE 
DOWN THE POTO-HAC. 


A Thrifty Army Otticer-The Book 
Court-Martial Commenced—Res­ 
olutions of Respect.

A THRIFTY ARMY OFFICER. 
He Desires to Draw Two Fat Salaries at 
the Same Time. 
W AiitiXGTON, April 15:h.—An opinion 
w as rendered by the Supreme Court of the 
United States to-day in the case of Adam 
Badeau, appellant, vs. United States. This 
was a suit brought by Badeau in the Court 
of Claims for pay as a retired Captain in 
the army from April 23, 1870, to September 
16. 1881, during which time he wasConsul- 
General to London, and froru November 
28, DS2, up to date of filing of this suit, 
during which he was Consul-General at 
Ravenna. The United States filed a counter 
claim, stating that Badeau was indebted to 
the United States for money erroneously- 
paid him as an army officer for portions of 
the period from December 31, 1869, to Oc­ 
tober 31, 1882. The Court of Claims, by a 
divided Conrt, dismissed both claims. The 
Supreme Court holds that General Badeau, 
while drawing a salary as Consul-General, 
was expressly inhibited from receiving any 
additional compensation for discharging 
the duties of any other office. It is true, 
the Court says,' that it has been decided 
that a person holding two offices of em­ 
ployment under the Government, when 
the services rendered or which might be 
required of them were not incompatible, is 
not precluded from receiving a salary or 
compensation of both, but the Treasury 
Department did not apparently regard this 
case as falling within that exception, and 
the Court agrees with that conclusion. 
It is held though, under the Act of 
1875, that certain army officers may hold 
diplomatic or Consular appointments 
without being held thereby to resign 
their 
places 
in 
the 
"army. This 
does not entitled them to pay as army offi­ 
cers when they are absent from their coun­ 
try in the discharge of continuous official 
duties consistent with the subjection to 
military rules. Such officers, though they 
may still be borue on the retired list, can­ 
not receive compensation. 
The Court also refuses to disturb the 
judgment of the Court of Claims, adverse 
to the counter claim of the United States. 
If he was an officer in law he was serving 
such in good faith, and no reason is seen 
why he should be required to return what 
was paid him while he was discharging 
his duty as an army officer. The opinion 
is by Chief Justice Fuller. 
Tlie Book Court-martial. 
W ashington, April 15th.—The Court- 
martial assembled to try Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Book on the charge of absence 
from duty without leave, met at the Wash 
ington Navy Yard this morning. After 
the organization the accused was arraigned 
and pleaded not guilty. Commodore John 
G. Walker. Chiet of the Bureau of Navi­ 
gation, and Governor Swinetord, of Alaska, 
were examined. 
Commodore Walker testified that Lieut 
Book did not leave tire Pinta with the per 
mission of the Navy Department. The ac­ 
cused stated to him that he left the ship on 
his own responsibility, and had come t 
Washington ’ to secure certain repairs 
needed. 
For the defense. Governor Swineford ol 
Alaska testified that he had requested pas­ 
sage in the Pinta to o do of the islands 
where a disturbance existed, and had been 
informed that the vessel was ufifit for serv­ 
ice. The people at Sitka were anxious the 
vessel should be put in good condition, as 
it was feared they wouid be the first tc 
suffer in case of trouble with Germany. 
The Indian Commission. 
W ashington. April 15tb.—George D 
Robinson, of Massachusetts ; J. Otis Hum 
phrey, of Illinois, and Alfred M. Wilson 
of Arkansas, members of the Commission 
recently appointed by the President to ne­ 
gotiate with the Cherokees and other In 
dian tribes in Indian Territory for the ces 
sion of certain lands, under the Act o 
March 2, 1889, met to-day and receiv 
their commissions and written instructions 
which are elaborate, and contain a full his' 
tory of the Government's treaty relation! 
with these Indians from the earliest times, 
Executive Offices. 
W ashington, April 15th.—It is reportec 
that the President contemplates taking the' 
whole south front of the first floor of the 
State Department building for Executive 
offices and establishing routine office hours 
there. Such a plan would give the Presi­ 
dent the privilege which the humblest em­ 
ployes of the Government have, but which 
the Chief Executive does not possess—the 
right to enjoy his own home. The clerks 
in some of the smaliest divisions of the 
State Department have more room and 
more conveniences than the clerks at the 
Executive mansion. 
Resolutions ol Respect. 
W ashington, April 15th. — Attorney- i 
General Miller to-day presented to the Su­ 


preme Conrt resolutions adopted at a 
meeting of the bar of April 6th, to tai e 
action upon the death of Hon. Startle - 
Matthews. The resolutions were orderm 
upon the Court records. The Attorney- 
General then delivered a long eulotrvon tf. 
deceased, to which Chief Justice Fuller re­ 
sponded.

Sec­ 
retary Noble stated that owing to the ab­ 
sence ot the President, the names of the 
memoers 01 the Sioux Commission would 
not be made public.

T h e news by the steamer from Apia is 
credited to the Samoa Times that Tamas- 
sese has surrendered his forces to Mataafa, 
and that the latter has been formally re­ 
seated as King-chief. 
This is very likely 
for it is known that ever since the repulse 
of the Germans at Yalill, the rebel officers 
and men have been deserting to the Ma- 
taafan camp in large sipiads. 
When the 
German war ships were wrecked by the 
storm of March lGth, the rebels were 
greatly disheartened and went over to the 
lawful authority in large numbers, so that 
it is altogether probable that Mataafa has 
taken the justifiable advantage the forces 
of nature have given him, and has pushed 
his enemy so hotly that submission alone 
was left to him, Nor is it unreasonable to 
entertain belief of the story current in 
Apia that Tamesesse has been executed. 
Such procedure would be in strict accord 
with the Samoan war customs, and has the 
precedent set by fully civilized powers to 
fortify it. The news just at hand throws 
more light upon the light at Valili, and 
the story now is that the Germans sent 
word to Tamessese that they would send 
1Ó0 marines and sailors to him in boats; 
that as soon as they landed they would 
take a strong position in the hills, when 
the German Consul would send an ulti­ 
matum to Mataafa, and if he refused com­ 
pliance, the < ¡ermans were to assault him 
on one side while the rebels charged him 
on another. 
Jjut the plans were changedj 
and the Germans determined to make the 
assault alone ; the boats could not all ef­ 
fect a landing at the desired point, and a 
portion of the force proceeded on foot and 
part went to another landing. A Mataafa 
woman who was wife to a Tamesesse war­ 
rior, learned of the jilot and carried the 
news to the camp of her own people, and 
Mataafa, advancing, put himself between 
the two bodies of Germans and thus ac­ 
complished their defeat. This, if taken to 
be true, puts an entirely dificrent face upon 
the matter and clearly justilies the Samoan 
King.

A s t o r y is afloat that in the south part 
of this State a scheme is being planned to 
seize upon Lower California, declare it „ 
«public, and then oiler it as a State to the 
American Union. 
It is said that hands of 
men are now being enrolled for this fili 
blistering enterprise, and that it is backed 
by a secret oganization entitled “ The 
Golden Field.” 
The “ Order” is said to 
have a large membership, and expects to 
march 1,500 armed men over the border 
inside of six months. There is probably 
exaggeration in the story, but we have hail 
reason to believe for some time, that such 
a scheme has countenance among a good 
many Americans. The thing to do is for 
the authorities to waive the usual igno­ 
rance cf aflairs until official notice is given 
by the offended party, and at once proceed 
to inquire into the matter, even upon mere 
rumor, and if such a plan is incubating to 
break it up at once, and notify the Mexi­ 
can Government of our readiness to co-op­ 
erate with it in any proper step it may 
take to meet and punish the filibusters. 
For the stealing of a State from a friendly: 
power by some of our citizens differs from 
other theft only in degree—the enormity 
is the same, whether it is the forcible tak-J 
ing from another of an acre of land or an 
entire State. 
We are contending that no 
foreign power shall be permitted to possess 
itself of any part of the continent; let us 
“-ee to it in like manner that none of our 
people are winked at when they plot to 
steal a part of the possessions of a neigh­ 
boring republic. 


T h e r e has at last lieen found one Indi­ 
ana man who is not afraid of the “White 
Caps. ’ They apjiearcd at his dwelling a 
few nights ago and demanded that he 
should release pro)»erty that he held as an 
officer of the law. 
He refused and opened 
fire upon the ruffians. They returned his 
shots and wounded his son ; hut the old 
man continued to pour bullets into the 
crowd, and so effectually that the gang was 
compelled to beat a retreat, carrying off 
three 01" their number who were either 
badly wounded or killed. One of those 
he brought down and wounded has been 
identified, and it is believed that this 
opens the way at last to the identification 
of the ruffianly crew and their punishment 
under the law. 
If the courageous example 
of John Ainsford obtains proper recogni­ 
tion in the Iloosier State, the W hite Caps 
will be little heard of in the future, and 
Indiana will reward the old man verv 
handsomely for his part in clearing the 
¡State of a monstrous reproach. 


I h e story of the Yankee skipj>er who 
says that his ship was fired upon while 
floating our Hag on the high seas will prob­ 
ably prove true. 
But it is also likely that 
the San Domingo gunboat made a mistake, 
and was drawn into error by the close re- 
semhlance between the American vessel 
and some other that was evading San Do­ 
mingo regulations. 
Nevertheless, it is a 
very grave matter to fire upon the flag of 
a friendly power. 
Even where there is 
some reason for belief that the flag is hut a 
mask, masters of ships of war are very 
careful about assuming the risk involved 
in firing upon it. 
The San Domingo Gov­ 
ernment will, of course, lie called upon to 
explain the action of its man-of-war, and to 
offer due apology for the insult. 


I t is illustrative of the distinction be. 
tween the sections that nine-tenths of the 
immigration to enter the Oklahoma terri­ 
tory in a few days, hails from what are 
styled Northern States. The m o st o f the

T h e B oard of City T rustees m et y ester­ 
day, all the m em bers present. 
T h e report 
of E . H . W illiam s, Chief E ngineer of the 
W ater W orks, show ed th a t d u rin g th e 
past week 1S.732,500 gallons of w ater were 
pum ped, th e H olly pu m p being used 103 
h o u rs and th e Stevens pu m p 5 hours. 
C ity A ttorney C hurch rendered a verbal 
opinion in th e m atter referred to h im at 
th e last m eeting in regard to g ranting the 
C entral Street R ailw ay C om pany a fran­ 
chise for a road on F ifteenth street, from K 
to L. 
H e th o u g h t it w ould be legal to 
g ran t th e com pany th e franchise, as the 
law allow ed tw o com panies to ru n over th e 
sam e road for a distance of five blocks and 
th ere w ould be n o difficulty betw een M r. 
Carey and th e C entral Street R ailw ay C om ­ 
pany. 
T he B oard th o u g h t th e City A ttorney 
ought to file a w ritten opinion in th e m a t­ 
ter, and T rustee M cLaughlin m oved th at 
th e m atter be laid over for one w eek. 
It 
w as so ordered. 
City A ttorney C hurch w as instructed to 
prepare an ordinance under w hich disrep­ 
utable dives could be closed. 
A petition was received asking th e Board 
to extend th e fire lim its so as to em brace 
th e block bounded by T enth and E leventh, 
J and K, as th e propert.v-ow ners w ere de­ 
cidedly opposed to th e erection o f any 
m ore wooden buildings. 
T he m atter was 
taken underconsideration. 
A protest was received against grading 
T h irteen th street, from K to L. 
T h e re­ 
m onstrance was referred to th e Street Com ­ 
m issioner. 
A com m unication was received from a

C om m encem ent o f th e Je w la h Season of 
P asso v er—T he O pening Supper. 
L ast evening services w ere held in th e

only h old services on the first am i last day.

F u rth e r P a rtic u la rs o f th e R ecen t Sail 
A ccid en t on th e M arysville R oad. 
J . R. W illiam s, w ho ow ns a large ranch 
on th e M arysville road, n ear th e Tw elve- 
m ile H ouse, w as in the city yesterday, and 
furnished som e fu rth er particulars of the 
death of D ennis M cC arthy on F rid ay last. 
H is account of th e sad accident is as fol­ 
low s: “ M cCarthy cam e out from th e E ast 
to visit his sister, M rs. Fitzsim m ons, a t the 
Tw elve-m ile H ouse. 
She an d I persuaded 
him to stay d u rin g the sum m er an d see 
how he liked the clim ate, and he concluded 
to stay u n til fail. 
H e cam e to m y place to 
help m e for a few weeks. 
On F riday last 
he cam e to th e city for a load of barley, and 
th e first seen of him on his way back was 
at C oburn’s place, about three m iles from 
m y place. 
Som e m en at w ork there saw 
him get off the wagon and drive th e team 
through th e gate. 
H e apparently could 
no t close th e gate, b u t leaned over against 
it an d beckoned to th e m en. 
T hey did not 
go to him for an hour. 
“ Seeing th at th e team was still standing 
there in th e road, one of th e three m en 
said he w ould go an d see w h st was th e 
m atter. 
W hen he got there he found Mc­ 
C arthy lying under the w agon.
